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INTRODUCTION. 


The  materials  used  and  the  method  followed  in  the  present 
volume  of  "  Calendar  of  Treasury  Books  and  Papers "  are 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  volume.  No  further 
word  of  general  guidance,  therefore,  as  to  either  material  or 
method  is  necessary.  The  Calendar  proceeds  regularly  year 
by  year.  In  each  year  all  the  entries  from  the  Minute  Book, 
without  exception,  and  also  every  other  entry  of  greater  his- 
torical importance  or  interest,  whether  in  the  Entry  Books  or 
in  the  Treasury  Board  Papers,  are  thrown  into  the  text :  all 
entries  of  minor  historical  importance  or  interest,  whether  in 
the  Entry  Books  or  in  the  Treasury  Board  Papers,  are  thrown 
into  table  I.  :  all  entries  of  warrants,  &c.,  relating  to  pay- 
ments of  money,  are  thrown  into  table  11.  :  finally  all 
entries,  &c.,  relating  to  appointments  are  thrown  into  table 
III.  This  order  of  (a)  text,  (b)  table  I.,  f'c)  table  II.,  (d) 
table  III.,  for  each  separate  and  single  year  is  followed 
throughout.  Any  inconvenience  from  such  an  arrangement 
(which  is  the  only  possible  one  in  the  case  of  matter  so 
miscellaneous,  of  so  varied  and  unequal  interest,  and,  in  many 
cases,  e.g.,  money  warrant  entries,  of  so  purely  departmental 
or  routine  or  official  a  character)  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  to  be 
obviated  by  the  method  and  fulness  of  the  index,  on  which 
special  care  has  been  bestowed. 
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After  the  previous  introduction  to  the  preceding  two 
volumes  of  this  Calendar,  nothing  further  than  this  is  now 
needed  by  way  of  recapitulation  as  to  material  and  method. 
As,  however,  some  doubt  has  been  expressed  with  regard 
to  the  correctness  of  the  decision  to  exclude  from  the  materials 
used  here,  the  series  of  accounts  known  as  Lowther's  Accounts, 
it  may  be  well  to  raise  the  question  once  for  all,  with  the  object 
of  obtaining  a  final  pronouncement  upon  it.  The  impression 
used  to  prevail,  and  apparently,  in  places,  still  prevails 
lingeringiy,  that  Lowther's  Accounts  are  Secret  Service 
books,  or  represent  one  department  of  Secret  Service  expendi- 
ture. A  careful  examination  will  reveal  that  this  is  not  the 
case,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  by  contrast,  disclose  the  real  nature 
of  the  Secret  Service  system  under  George  11.,  and  at  the 
same  time  prove  the  substantial  correctness  of  the  description 
of  those  documents  given  in  the  preface  to  vol.  I.  of  the 
present  Calendar  of  "  Treasury  Books  and  Papers"  (Preface 
1729-30    pp.    vi.-viii.). 

Let  it  be  premised,  however,  once  again  and  for  all,  that 
whatever  the  nature  of  the  items  of  payment  revealed  in 
"Lowther's  Accounts,"  as  they  are  mere  books  of  account 
they  could  not  possibly  enter  into  the  scheme  of  a  calendar, 
any  more  than  could  the  Quarterly  Establishment  books,  the 
Civil  List  books,  &c.,  &c.  (described  in  the  above  quoted 
preface,  p.  v.),  of  which  there  exist  literally  thousands  of 
volumes  amongst  the  records  of  the  Treasury. 

However,  laying  this  (in  itself  quite  final)  consideration 
aside  for  the  moment,  a  close  impartial  examination  of 
Lowther's  Accounts  will,  it  is  hoped,  establish  the  following 
points  : 

(1)  The    "  King's   Money,"  the  fund  or   account  of 
which    Thomas    Lowther   acted    as    Paymaster, 
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was  instituted  primarily  (a)  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  clerical  fees  at  the  Treasury  and  (or) 
Exchequer  in  the  case  of  such  payments  as  it 
was  thought  fitting  should  be  made  without  any 
deduction  for  fees  or  poundage  ;  and  {b)  to  pro- 
vide for  payments  of  small  bounties  in  cases 
where  there  were  either  no  means  of  or  no  justifica- 
tion for  the  more  formal  placing  of  a  person  on 
the  establishment  ^^ayable  by  the  Paymaster  of 
Pensions . 

(2)  Such  payments  out  of  this  fund  of  the  "King's 
Money  "  as  are  not  of  the  above  perfectly  justifi- 
able description,  such  payments,  that  is,  as  partake 
or  seem  to  partake  of  an  occult  nature,  will  be 
found  almost  invariably  accounted  for  in  some 
one  or  other  of  the  Treasury  Records  which  are 
calendared  in  the  present  calendar.  In  a  pre- 
ponderating number  of  cases,  the  items  of  ex- 
penditure will  be  found  to  be  "  vouched "  or 
authorised  by  a  direct  resolution  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury  at  their  Board  meeting,  and  as  such 
will  be  found  in  the  Minute  Book. 

This  fact  alone  will  serve  instantly  to  differentiate 
these  items  from  true  Secret  Service  items.  Nothing 
is  more  remarkable  than  the  rigid  silence  which  all 
the  existing  Treasury  records  preserve,  with  regard 
to  the  expenditure  of  the  Secret  Service  money 
proper.  Periodically,  moneys,  to  large  amounts, 
appear  as  voted  into  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  to 
the  Treasury  for  [his]  Secret  Service,  or  into  the 
hands  of  the  two  Secretaries  of  State  for  [their] 
Secret    Service.       But   of  the   expenditure   of  that 
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money  there  is  not  a  word — neither  actual  vote  in  the 
Minute  Book,  nor  warrant  in  the  various  money 
and  other  books,  nor  even  scattered  and  accidental 
reference  in  the  Treasury  Board  papers.  When, 
therefore,  we  find,  as  we  do  in  the  Minute  Book, 
sums  of  a  few  hundred  pounds  voted  by  the 
Treasury  Lords  to  be  paid  to  the  proprietor  or  printer 
of,  say,  the  "  Free  Briton,"  for  writing  and  printing, 
and  that  that  sum  should  be  paid  by  Mr.  Lowther 
out  of  the  King's  Money  into  his  hands,  the  very 
fact  of  the  entry  thus  openly  appearing  in  the 
Minute  Book  is  per  se  evidence  that  the  item  was 
not  considered  a  secret  service  item.  In  the 
index  to  this  Calendar  all  such  items  are  brought 
together  under  the  head  of  "  newspapers "  (sub- 
sidising of)  ;  but  such  a  description  is  not  to  be 
taken  as  implying  necessarily  a  subsidising  of 
newspapers  out  of  secret  service  money.  That  it 
was  a  subsidising,  and  therefore  of  an  occult  nature 
(an  actual  payment  for  '  writing '  or  editorial,  and 
not  merely  for  actual  copies  supplied  to  or  distributed 
for  the  Government)  there  can  be  no  reasonable 
doubt.  But  it  was  apparently  not  of  so  occult  a 
nature  as  to  necessitate  the  employment  of  the  Secret 
Service  system.  It  is  of  course  not  impossible  that 
farther  and  still  more  occult  subsidising  of  the 
newspapers  was  conducted,  out  of  the  quite  other  and 
separate  Secret  Service  fund,  but  as  this  is  hidden 
from  us  it  is  useless  to  conjecture.  Certainly  the 
total  spent  on  more  open  support  of  newspapers 
through  the  means  of  the  "  King's  Money "  fund 
does  not  seem  large.  In  1735,  for  instance,  the  total 
was  ^6,797  18s.  4d. — a  sum  which  has  to  be  divided 
between  at  least  five  newspapers.

The  third  fact  which  will  emerge  from  a  close  exami- 
nation of  Lowther's  Accounts  is  that  the  bounty  list  is 
a  genuine  petty  bounty  list — not  a  secret  service  list. 
This  will  appear  instantly  from  the  character  of  the 
recipients,  from  the  sums  named,  and  from  the  prima 
facie  probability  that  such  bounties  were  given  (and 
apparently  given  annually)   by  the  King  mero  motu 
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or  even  by  the  Treasury  Lords  on  their  own  initiative 
as  a  preferable  expedient  to  swelling  the  list  of 
established  pensions.  For  instance,  on  the  17  th 
June,  1785,  the  Treasury  Lords  order  that  "  Sarah, 
widow  of  Thomas  Thurkettle,  is  to  be  inserted  on 
the  next  bounty  list"  (text  infra  p,  30).  Thur- 
kettle had  been  a  messenger  of  the  Treasury  Office, 
and  had  apparently  died  so  poor  that  the  Treasury 
Lords  felt  themselves  compelled  to  pay  his  funeral 
expeuses.  In  addition,  they  here  appear  as  making 
an  eleemosynary  provision  for  his  widow  by  way 
of  bovmty  without  the  more  formal  establishing 
(voting  and  rendering  permanent)  of  a  pension. 
Probably  many  of  the  other  items  in  the  bounty 
list  are  susceptible  of  an  equally  open  and  un- 
impeachable explanation,  if  all  the  local  circumstances 
were  known.  These  small  items  which  constituted  the 
regular  petty  bounty  list  and  the  additional  petty 
bounty  list  do  not  anywhere  appear  in  the  ordinary 
Treasury  records.  There  is  no  counterpart  to  or 
duplicate  of  them  in  any  of  the  Entry  Books  which 
form  the  materials  of  the  present  "  Calendar  of 
Treasury  Books  and  Papers."  In  order,  therefore,  to 
afford  some  evidence  of  the  recurrence  of  the  items — 
of  the  payment  of  the  same  bounty  to  the  same  indi- 
vidual one  year  after  the  other — two  complete  years  of 
Lowther's  accounts  are  given  infra.  From  this  it 
will  be  seen  that  this  petty  bounty  list  (and  addi- 
tional petty  bounty  list)  formed  a  fairly  stable  item, 
making  up  a  total  in  1735  of  1,347/.  5s.  &d.,  and 
in  1736  of  £1,411/.  Os.  M. 

In  addition,  however,  to  the  recurring  petty 
bounty  list  thus  described  there  are  certain  (few) 
largish  items  of  royal  bounty  which  appear  out  of 
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place  in  Lowther's  accounts — payments  not  of  21.  or 
101.  to  a  decayed  widow,  but  of  larger  am(5unts  and 
to  men,  e.g.,  the  payment  of  100/.  to  John  Mun, 
infra  pp.  xxxvi.  and  41.  This  was,  doubtless,  a  pay- 
ment for  service.  Mun  was  in  some  confidential 
employ.  He  had  accompanied  the  Princess  of  Orange 
to  Holland  on  her  voyage  thither  after  her  marriage. 
He  had  also  been  selected  as  an  envoy  to  the  Nether- 
lands (and  possibly  to  France)  to  discover  the  secrets  ot 
the  illicit  Irish  wool  export  trade.  Now  the  payments 
to  Mun  will  be  found  noticed  in  the  ordinary 
Treasury  records  {infra  pp.  7  and  51).  It  is,  therefore, 
in  reality  one  of  a  class  of  larger  royal  bounty  which 
is  of  quite  a  different  nature  from  that  of  the  petty 
bounty  list  contained  in  Lowther's  accounts.  It 
belongs  to  the  class  of  what  may,  for  distinction's 
sake,  be  styled  royal  bounty  proper,  large  or  largish 
sums  paid  by  direction  of  the  King  in  the  first  place  ^ 
with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury  in  the  second  place, 
and  out  of  any  general  funds  in  the  Exchequer  in  the 
third  place  (therefore  not  out  of  the  King's  Money), 
and,  as  a  rule,  in  the  fourth  place,  paid  as  a  compli- 
mentary present  to  an  ambassador  on  his  taking  leave, 
or  to  a  corporation  for  a  specific  purpose  named,  or  to 
an  individual  for,  presumably,  service  rendered  or 
expected,  or  simply  as  an  act  of  grace  on  the  part  of 
the  King.  Now  all  such  items  of  royal  bounty 
proper  occur  rigorously  and  of  necessity  in  the 
regular  and  usual  Treasury  Records.  The  order 
initiates  with  the  King,  and  is,  therefore,  found  in  the 
King's  Warrant  Book.  It  is  executed  direct  by  the 
Auditor  of  the  Receipt,  and  therefore,  the  duplicate 
entry  is  (usually)  found  not  in  the  Money  Book 
but   in   the   Order   Book.        In   jnost   cases,   to    ^,11 
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appearances,  countersigning  or  sanctioning  by  the 
Treasury  Lords  was  hardly  more  than  formal,  but  if 
they  did  actually  debate  and  formally  sanction  (or 
even  initiate)  a  grant  of  royal  bounty,  then  the  entry 
will  appear  in  the  Minute   Book. 

From  all  these  sources  they  are  gathered  into  the 
present  Calendar,  and  Avill  be  found  focussed  in  the 
index  under  "  Royal  Bounty."  Now,  most  certainly, 
if  there  is  anything  of  an  occult  or  secret  service 
nature  in  any  of  the  royal  bounty  items  (and  as  a 
rule  there  is  not)  it  would  be  contained  rather  in 
such  items  than  in  the  petty  bounty  list  of  Lowther's 
Accounts. 

The  total  items  in  Lowther's  Accounts,  which  appear 
to  be  of  the  nature  of  the  larger  royal  bounty 
proper,  rather  than  of  the  petty  bounty  list,  amount 
in  the  year  1735  to  £371.  They  all  occur  in  the 
regular  Treasury  records,  and  the  duplicate  reference 
in  the  present  volume  of  Calendar  will  be  found  stated 
in  the  extract  infra.  The  page  of  the  Calendar  in 
which  this  duplicate  occurs  is  stated  in  the  right 
hand  column. 

Why  the  Treasury  should  have  chosen  to  saddle  the 
'  King's  Money '  with  these  particular  few  items, 
amounting  to  £371,  rather  than,  as  usual,  to 
direct  their  payment  out  of  any  of  the  funds  in 
the  Exchequer,  is  not  capable  of  explanation.  It 
may  have  been  a  matter  of  temporary  cash  ex- 
pediency. 

The  following  are  the  only  entries  in  1735  in 
Lowther's  Accounts  which  appear  to  belong  to 
the  royal  bounty  proper  rather  than  to  the  petty 
bounty  list.

By  way  of  resume,  therefore,  it  would  appear  plain,  (1) 
that  the  main  item  of  expenditure  in  Lowther's  Accounts  is 
that  of  Treasury  and  Exchequer  fees  mostly  '  unvouched ' 
for  by  the  Treasury  Lords,  but  whether  'vouched'  or  not, 
entirely  devoid  of  historical  interest  or  importance  ;  (2)  that 
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the  items  of  payments  to  newspapers  are  all  accounted  for  in 
the  present  calendar  ;  (3)  that  Lowther's  bounty  list  is  a 
petty  bounty  list  of  a  purely  eleemosynary  character,  and  that 
whatever  items  are  not  of  that  character  will  be  found  to  be 
small,  and  to  be  accounted  for  in  the  present  calendar. 

The  further  few  items  of  petty  expenses,  petty  wages, 
rent  of  houses,  &c.,  contained  in  the  accounts  form 
altogether  a  negligeable  quantity,  and  the  general  descrip- 
tion of  them  as  such  will  suffice.  The  items  are  small,  both 
in  number  and  in  amount,  they  bear  a  bond  fide  stamp,  and 
wherever  they  have  any  importance  at  all  they  will  be 
found  to  appear  in  the  body  of  the  present  volume  of 
calendar,  and  to  be  therefore  '  vouched '  by  the  Treasury 
Lords  themselves. 

To  the  general  statement,  outlined  above,  of  the  nature  of 
the  payments  revealed  in  Lowther's  Account,  there  are  two 
items  of  exception  which  appear  to  militate  against  the  view 
set  forth,  viz.,  the  two  following  payments  out  of  the  year

The  first  of  these  two  items  is  satisfactorily  accounted  for 
in  the  body  of  the  present  calendar  (see  infra  p.  43),  and  the 
entry  is,  therefore,  probably  similar  in  nature  to  {i.e.,  the  fact 
of  its  occurring  in  Lowther's  Accounts,  and  of  the  money 
being  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  the  King's  money  in  his 
hands  is  due  to  the  same  cause  as  in  the  case  of)  the  entries 
of  royal  bounty  proper,  which  have  been  already  discussed, 
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That  the  same  was  also  the  case  with  the  second  of 
the  above  two  entries  there  can  be  little  doubt,  but  the 
remarkable  and  quite  mysterious  fact  is  that  there  is  no 
record  of  this  particular  payment  in  the  general  Treasury 
Records,  and,  therefore,  none  in  the  body  of  the  present  calen- 
dar. The  fact  is  inexplicable,  and  if  it  should  be  asserted  that 
the  entry  is  a  secret  service  item,  there  would  be  no  way  of 
disproving  it.  But  whatever  the  nature  of  this  particular 
transaction,  it  will  not  in  the  least  alter  the  general  view 
established  as  above  as  to  the  real  petty  nature  and  non-secret 
service  nature  of  the  series  of  Lowther's  Accounts. 

Having  thus  from  internal  evidence  established  the  real 
nature  of '  Lowther's  Accounts,'  a  further  question  arises  as 
to  their  origin  and  as  to  the  first  employment  of  a  separate 
fund  for  Exchequer  fees  and  small  bounties,  &c.,  under  the 
specific  title  of  '  King's  Money.' 

The  answer  is  by  no  means  easy,  but  certain  reliable  fects 
emerge,  and  may  be  stated  at  the  outset. 

(1)  As  a  distinct  and  separate  fund,  '  King's  Money  ' 
originated  with  the  accession  of  George  I. 

(2)  Some  of  the  purposes  which  it  served  were 
fulfilled  partly  and  in  a  very  confused  way  by  the 
Civil  List  under  William  III.  and  Queen  Anne. 

(3)  Therefore  in  all  probability  the  institution  by 
George  I.  of  the  separate  '  King's  Money '  fund 
was  an  attempt  to  remedy  the  extraordinarily 
chaotic  state  of  Queen  Anne's  Civil  List,  and  at 
the  same  time  was  an  attempt  at  retrenchment. 

To  take  point  (2)  first  in  order.  It  is  evident  that  under 
William  that  there  existed  no  separate  fund  for  the  discharge 
of  Exchequer  or  Treasury  fees,  and  that  where  it  was  thought 
desirable  from  reasons  of  policy  to  order  a  payment  to  be 

made  without  deduction  or  fees,  then  a  separate  order  had  to

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be  made  for  the  separate  issue  of  a  sum  e(|ual  in  amount  to 
the  deduction  or  fees,  or  for  separate  allowance  of  them  in 
account.  Apart  from  the  general  Exchequer  practice,  this 
may  be  specifically  inferred  from  the  terms  (italicised)  of 
the  following  Kino;'s  Warrant* — 

1690,  Oct.  22.     Royal  Warrant  to  the   Auditors  of 

Imprests  to  allow  in  the  accounts  of  the  Earl  of 

Ranelagh,  Paymaster  of  the  Forces,  two  sums, 

viz.,  £1,533  7s.  6d.  and  £917    19s.    6d.,  being 

Exchequer  fees  on  thi-ee  payments  of  respectively 

172,340/.,  282,000/.,  and  10,000/.,  the  said  three 

payments  having  been  ordered  to  be  paid  without 

deduction,  "  and  that  you  alsoe  allow  unto  him 

ujyon  his  said  accomjjts  such  sums  as  the  Exchequer 

fee   amount  unto  for  all  other  moneys  which  he 

hath  paid  or  shall  pay  by  our  directio7i   ivithout 

deduction." 

In  the  following  year  a  similar  warrant  occurs  directing 

one  of  the   Auditors  of  Imprests  to  allow  the    said  Earl  of 

Ranelagh  a  sum  of  1,399/.  13s.  2d.,  being  the  deduction  of  12d. 

■per    £  on  sums  by  him  p)aid,   and  on  ivhich  he    himself  by 

direction  made  no  poundage  deduction.'^ 

With  regard  to  the  second  type  of  payments  subsequently 
provided  for  out  of  the  '  King's  Money,'  viz.,  petty  bounties, 
the  following  entry  proves  the  existence  or  the  tendency  to 
the  existence  of  a  separate  organization  for  them. 

1707,  Sept.  27.  J  Royal  warrant  to  the  Auditor  of  the 
Receipt  for  the  issue  of  476/.  2s.  lljd.  to  Thomas 
Lowther  in  satisfaction  of  so  much  which  has 
been  paid  to  several  persons  by  the  Queen's 
directions  as  of  her  royal  bounty. 
The  curious  point  is  that  there  is  no  further  trace  of 
Lowther  either  befoie  this  date  or  after  it  until  he  emerges

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under  George  I.  as  the  established  Paymaster  of  the  King's 
Money.  But  an  examination  of  Queen  Anne's  Civil  List  will 
serve  partly  to  explain  this  fact.  For  it  will  be  at  once 
apparent  that  whilst  Spencer  Compton  (or  previously  Edward 
Nicholas)  was  at  the  time  Paymaster  both  of  Pensions  and  of 
Royal  Bounties  great  and  small,  such  a  chaos  prevailed  in  the 
civil  list  that  there  were  numerous  other  and  simultaneous 
channels  through  which  gifts  of  royal  or  petty  bounty 
could  be  conveyed,  and  for  one  of  those  side  channels 
Lowther  or  any  other  subordinate  may  well  have  been  em- 
ployed as  a  useful  nominee  or  substitute  for  Compton. 

In  the  three  following  accounts  I  give  in  succession  ex- 
tracts from  the  Civil  List  Accounts  of  Queen  Anne  for  1706 
and  1712,  and  of  George  L  for  1715.  The  extracts  are  only 
of  such  items  as  relate  to  pensions,  bounties,  and  secret  service 
and  similar  or  like  items,  and  are  in  each  of  the  three  accounts 
distinguished  by  the  letters  A,  B,  &c.,  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  comparison.

In  account  No.  1  it  would  not  be  easy  to  decide  from  which 
item  petty  bounties  could  be  paid.  They  could  be  jiaid  either 
from  D  or  F.  But  this  point  is  apparently  decided  in  the 
next  account  (No.  2)  by  the  words  italicised  under  F,  and 
indicated  by  the  ^^*'  in  the  margin.  These  Avords  make  it 
clear  that  as  a  rule  casual  or  petty  bounties  were  paid  out  of 
contingencies,  and  were  as  a  rule  paid  either  by  the  regular 
Paymaster  of  Pensions  or  directly  at  the  Exchequer. 

In  account  No.  2,  item  D  ('bountys')  of  No.  1  would 
appear  to  be  sunk  either  in  the  huge  total  of  108,000/.  for 
contingencies    (item    F),    or   else    in    the    cognate    item    B 

(65,000/.). 

In   No.    3   account   the    swollen    and    suspicious    total    of 

Queen  Anne's  'contingencies'  item    (108,000/.)   disappears. 

It  is  replaced  by  a  more  modest  item  of  10,980/.  7s    Ofd.,

A  comparison  of  the  first  Civil  List  Account  of  George  I. 
therefore  with  the  two  accounts  of  Anne  (one  of  whicli  was 
practically  of  the  year  but  one  preceding)  reveals  the  fact  that 
a  double  change  had  been  instituted,  one  of  economy,  the 
other  of  arrangement.  The  suspicious  and  evasive  item  of 
'  contingencies '  was  sharply  cut  down,  and  in  the  second 
place  a  new  item  or  fund  (as  yet  unnamed,  but  later  to  be 
designated  the  King's  Money)  was  instituted  to  serve  for  the 
payments  of  such  casual  and  petty  fees  and  bounties  as  had 
previously  been  paid  direct  from  the  Exchequer  and  as  had 
been  thought  fit  to  be  preserved  and  provided  for  after  having 
been  separated  from  the  '  contingencies  '  item. 

The    first  warrant  for   a    payment    to    Lowther   for   the 
purposes  thus  outlined   was  as  follows  : —

This  will  be  best 
done  in  the  abstract  which  is  appended  hereto  pp.  xx. 
seq.,  but  as  far  as  the  mere  growth  of  the  fund  or  item  is 
concerned,  the  following  may  be  stated  in  briefest  resume  as 
to  the  issues  made  on  account  of  it.

It  must  be  left  to  the  general  historian  to  estimate  what, 
if  any,  constitutional  importance  attaches  to  the  growth  of  this 
yearly  item.  The  object  of  this  preface  is  only  to  show  the 
origin  of  it,  and  the  real  use  to  which  it  was  put,  and  to  set 
at  rest,  it  is  hoped  completely,  any  idea  which  may  still 
remain,  that  the  King's  Money  was  a  Secret  Service  Fund. 

To  make  this  preface  and  demonstration  complete,  there  is 
here  added  a  skeleton  abstract  of  the  whole  of  Lowther's 
Accounts  so  far  as  they  have  been  preserved,  and  an  abso- 
lutely faithful  transcript  of  two  years  out  of  these  accounts, 
the  two  years  (1735  and  1736)  being  chosen  which  coincide 
with  the  first  two  years  calendared  in  the  present  volume.

The  transcript  is  furnished  with  an  extra  column  on  the 
i-iglit  hand  (which,  of  course,  is  not  in  the  original),  in  which 
is  stated  the  page  of  the  present  vol.  of  calendar  in  which  the 
particular  transaction  can  be  traced.  Failing  this,  if  it  is 
desired  to  investigate  the  items  de  novo  and  piecemeal,  it  will 
be  easy  to  do  so  by  working  the  general  index  to  the  present 
volume.

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Auditor  Jett  accordingly  appends  to  this  his  report  a 
paper  of  these  "  payments  made  by  Mr.  Lowther  for  which 
no  vouchers  appear." 

With  only    two   exceptions    (viz.,    Fol.    4,    several  petty 

expenses  as  per  bill,  20/.  16s.  Od.  :    Fol.  8,  ditto,  3/.  lis.  6rf.), 

these  unvouched  payments  are  entirely  of  the  nature  of  fees 

paid  to  clerks,  &c.,  at  the  Treasury  on  the  obtaining  of  money 

warrants,  or  at  the  Exchequer  on  the  actual  receipt  of  the 

money.

1710,  when  the  additional  duties  took  place,  there  being  no  pro- 
visionary  clause  to  hinder  the  stopping  up  of  lights,  it  became 
a  practice  all  over  England,  by  which  means  in  that  year  the  old 
duties  amounted  to  no  more  than  115,674Z.  10.s.  Qd.,  and  for  two 
or  three  years  after  both  the  old  and  new  duties  suffered  from  the 
same  cause.  But  since  that  there  is  no  considerable  variation.

I  know,  that  is  I  believe,  the  Duchess  of  Marlborough  was  the  sole 
occasion  of  it — but  that  Her  Majesty  could  have  been  prevailed  on 
was  the  reason  I  refused,  when  marryed  to  the  Duke  of  Bucking- 
ham, Lord  Oxford's  offer  from  Her  Majesty  to  make  me  one  of  her 
Ladys  of  the  Bedchamber.  I  can  respect  my  superiorors,  but  I 
cannot  serve  them  whilst  I  am  ill-treated  by  any  influences  what- 
soever. I  told  my  Lord  Oxford  in  as  few  words  as  I  am  able, 
who  possess  not  a  laconick  stile,  and  told  him  I  was  very  thankfuU 
for  the  honour,  but  desired  to  be  excused  from  the  acceptance  of 
it.  I  thankt  him,  who  on  the  little  acquaintance  with  his  family, 
was  disposed  to  do  for  me  what  many  others  would  solicit  extremely 
to  obtain.  I  plainly  told  him  the  reason  I  give  for  not  being 
desirous  of  obtaining  that  favour,  but  sho'd  reckon  myself  obliged 
to  him  to  procure  me  what  I  judged  a  strong  equitable  right  from 
any  King  or  Queen,  to  whom  it  was  a  mere  trifle,  but  very  con- 
venient for  a  private  person,  whose  fortune  as  it  could  not  exceed 
what  I  might  pretend  too,  so  when  it  comes  not  in  any  degree  up 
to  what  my  situation  in  life  might  dispense  with,  and  endeed  require 
I  sho'd  be  very  glad  to  receive  an  addition  to  mine  of  what  I 
reckond  in  some  measure  due  to  me.  He  had  the  good  nature,  and 
speedily  too,  which  made  it  more  obliging,  to  represent  it  in  such 
a  light  as  the  Queen  emmediately  granted  what  he  very  exactly 
paid  on  my  recept.  King  George  interrupted  it  when  he  came 
to  the  Crown  by  being  prevailed  on  his  first  seeing  my  name  in  his 
civill  list  to  strike  it  out.  Indeed  he  offerd  to  my  Duke  2,000?.  a 
year  when  he  turnd  him  out  of  being  President  of  the  Councell, 
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and  I  have  the  copy  of  the  lettei-  of  thanks  that  same  night  sent 
to  Lord  Townshend  of  his  thanks  for  the  design  and  refusal  of  the 
offer.  Long  after,  in  conversation  with  Lord  Sunderland,  he  men- 
tiond  what  was  done  by  the  Eang  to  me  as  what  he  thought  much 
more  extraordinary  then  the  turning-  him  out  to  please  any  sett 
of  men :  Lord  Sunderland  seeni'd  convinc'd  it  was  hard  from  various 
considerations,  and  on  some  representations  of  his  he  gott  the  King 
to  allow  its  being  paid  me  in  his  reign,  as  it  was  till  my  Lord  dyd : 
and  by  those  payments  (1  am  very  sorry  was  made,  since  again 
interrupted),  because  it  was  one  reason  joind  to  some  others,  I  knew 
were  but  too  good  ones,  why  he  settled  no  more  upon  me  at  his 
death  that  he  had  settled  my  affairs  as  to  the  precarious  ebbing  and 
flowing  1,200^.  per  annum  that  it  would  be  no  more  interrupted  by 
the  family  on  the  throne  as  he  judgd,  tho  when  I  became  without 
the  help  of  mv  Lord  Duke  and  his  estate  it  was  then  taken  from 
me  again.  When  I  represented  to  Lord  Sunderland  once  he  shuffled 
me  of  with  as  civill  words  as  Lord  Oxford  gave  when  I  represented 
the  case,  but  the  one  perform'd  what  I  represented  to  assist  me, 
the  other  forgott  or  for  some  reason  or  other  promoted  for  no 
success.  This  Queen  was  pleas'd  to  begin  one  day  on  this 
subject  herself,  and  said  she  would  doe  what  she  could,  and  com- 
manded me  to  give  in  a  sort  of  memoriall  about  the  state  of  the 
case.  I  have  never  troubled  her  about  doin^  it,  tho  it  is  soon  done. 
It  standing  thus  that  King  James  was  hurry'd  away  before  he 
could  provide  for  me  fully,  that  the  10,000/.  in  money  was  to  be 
kept  at  enterest,  and  this  revenue  of  1,600?.  per  annum  was  by 
a  patent  to  be  settled  soon  upon  me  as  an  additional  provision,  that 
King  William  thought  it  a  debt  of  honour  and  equity  upon  him 
to  perform,  and  payd  it  as  regularly  as  most  things  in  a  court  is 
or  more  .  .  .  this  King  [George  II.]  having  found  no  disposi- 
tion to  favour  me  in  this  matter  and  no  legall  formality  being  my 
case  I  have  not  troubled  him  upon  the  point,  though  he  has  reign'd 
so  many  years."  .  .  .

silver.  "  Silver  is  so  scarce  witli  us  tliat  the  lowest  premium  paid 
for  getting  gold  changed  into  silver  is  4:d.  in  the  pound,  and  to 
increase  our  calamity  the  greatest  part  of  the  gold  current  here  is 
in  the  two  largest  pieces  of  Portugal  gold,  wliich  pass  here  one 
for  4''-  and  the  other  for  40»'»-"  Those  through  whose  hands  most 
of  the  money  here  passes  receive  about  half  their  cash  in  these 
4''-  pieces.  Kents  if  paid  in  specie  are  also  paid  in  them.  To  get 
silver  change  for  these  pieces  involves  a  loss  of  6^.,  8d.,  or  9d.  in 
the  £.  Tliis  distresses  the  linen  trade,  the  most  valuable  branch 
of  trade  here,  shopkeepers  and  labourers  and  soldiers.  "  The 
occasion  of  our  money  running  so  much  into  gold  and  that  still 
into  the  larger  pieces  is  not  only  that  gold  has  been  unfortunately 
set  here  at  a  higher  value  in  respect  of  silver  than  it  passes  for  in 
England,  so  that  it  is  a  profit  to  bring  gold  into  this  kingdom 
and  a  loss  to  carry  it  out,  but  there  is  some  advantage  in  bringing 
over  the  larger  pieces  of  gold  rather  than  the  lesser.  A  4/.  piece, 
as  it  is  called  here,  is  not  in  England  worth  more  than  72s.  English, 
but  here  (where  the  English  shilling  passes  for  13  c^.)  it  passes  for 
80s.  Irish,  which  is  78s.  Irish,  answering  to  72.S.  English,  and  2s. 
more,  and  so  the  other  pieces  of  the  new  Portugal  species  are 
proportionably  rated.  And  it  is  much  the  same  with  the  Moydore, 
the  French  Louis  d'Ors,  and  the  French  and  Spanish  Pistoles  and 
their  respective  subdivisions.  And  the  guinea,  which  passes  in 
England  for  21*.,  passes  here  for  23s.  Irish,  which  is  21s.  English 
or  1/.  2s.  9d.  Irish  and  3d.  more.  So  that  if  any  person  brings 
over  1001.  English  from  England  hither  he  will  gain  about 
21.  lbs.  Gd.  Irish  by  bringing  it  over  in  foreign  gold  rather  than 
silver,  and  11.  3s.  8d.  by  bringing  it  over  in  guineas  rather  than 
silver.  On  the  other  hand  if  he  were  to  take  money  from  hence 
to  England  to  pay  100/.  there  he  would  lose  21.  lbs.  Qd.  Irish  by 
taking  over  foreign  gold  to  pay  it,  and  1/.  3s.  8d.  by  taking  guineas 
hence  to  pay  it.  So  that  at  present  nobody  can  afford  to  import 
silver  coin  hither  or  will  export  gold  coin  hence  if  he  can  get  silver 
to  carry  out.  There  is  likewise  a  dispropoi-tion  between  our  greater 
and  lesser  pieces  of  foreign  gold  to  the  advantage  of  the  greater 
pieces.  For  as  their  present  weight  and  value  are  settled  here 
there  is  2d.  profit  in  bringing  over  a  4'«-  piece  rather  than  two  40"''- 
pieces,  and  the  same  profit  in  bringing  over  a  4:0s.  piece  rather 
than  two  20s.  pieces,  and  the  same  profit  in  bringing  over  a  20s. 
piece  rather  than  two  10s.  pieces,  and  whilst  this  is  our  case  silver 
must  be  still  decreasing  with  us  and  our  gold  run  into  the  larger 
pieces.  We  beg  therefore  to  represent  it  to  your  Majesty  as  our 
humble  opinion  that  this  evil  would  be  remedied  if  the  value  of 
gold  were  settled  here  according  to  the  inclosed  paper  'No.  1,  in 
which  the  guinea  is  valued  at  11.  2s.  9d.  Irish  or  21s.  English, 
which  it  passes  for  in  England,  and  the  Moydore  and  all  other 
foreign  gold  is  rated  at  the  quantity  of  English  silver  coin  it  usually 
passes  for  in  England,  only  that  to  encourage  the  importation  of 
lesser  pieces  of  foreign  gold  in  some  measure  to  supply  our  want 
of  fiiher  and  to  get  rid  of  our  larger  pieces  of  foreign  gold,  which 
aie  wholly  useless  in  all  the  lesser  transactions  of  trade,  we  give 
about  a  penny  a  piece  advantage  to  the  lesser  pieces  of  foreign 
gold  in  respect  of  the  larger  pieces  of  the  same  species. 
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We  humbly  hope  this  our  request  will  appear  the  more  reasonable 
to  your  Majesty  because  when  the.  rate  of  quadruple,  double,  and 
single  Pistoles,  and  of  Moydores  and  their  subdivisions  were  settled 
in  the  year  1712,  and  when  the  rate  of  the  new  Louis  d'ors  was 
settled  in  1714  the  guinea  past  in  England  for  It.  Is.  &d.,  and 
when  the  new  Portugal  species  of  gold  were  settled  in  1725  they 
were  settled  in  propoi-tion  to  what  the  Moydore  had  been  settled  at 
here  before,  as  may  appear  by  a  report  from  the  Treasury  to  his 
late  Majesty  dated  1725-6,  January  5,  in  pursuance  of  our  desire 
from  hence  that  they  might  be  set  on  the  same  footing  with  the 
Moydore :  so  that  our  foreign  gold  was  originally  rated  here  upon 
the  value  gold  bore  in  England  when  a  guinea  past  for  11.  Is.  iid., 
since  which  time  though  the  guinea  has  been  reduced  Qd.  in  Eng- 
land yet  there  has  been  no  reduction  of  gold  since  in  Ireland. 

As  we  think  this  reduction  of  gold  will  keep  with  us  what  little 
silver  we  have  and  gradually  change  our  greater  pieces  of  foreign 
gold  into  the  lesser,  in  order  to  our  getting  some  foreign  silver, 
of  which  at  present  there  is  none  current  among  us,  we  most  humbly 
propose  that  the  price  of  foreign  silver  here  may  be  raised  to  about 
the  middle  price  of  silver  bullion  in  England  that  it  may  stay  with 
us  till  it  is  called  away  by  the  rise  of  the  market  in  England.  For 
at  present  the  value  of  foreign  silver  coins  with  us  is  fixt  at  the 
rate  of  55.  7  f^^d.  Irish  per  oz.  or  5s.  2d.  English.  But  as  foreign 
silver  for  many  years  has  bore  a  better  price  in  England  than  this 
no  merchant  can  utter  foreign  silver  here  as  money  without  loss, 
and  therefore  will  always  send  it  away  as  a  commodity  to  England 
or  Holland.  But  if  our  foreign  silver  were  raised  to  about  bs.  4:^d. 
per  ounce,  which  is  about  the  middle  price  of  silver  bullion  in 
England  and  comes  to  bs.  9f  ou^-  Irish  it  would  be  from  time  to 
time  worth  the  merchant's  while  to  utter  foreign  silver  here  as 
money.  And  this  we  humbly  propose  may  be  done  by  settling 
the  Mexico  piece  of  eight,  weighing  17  pwts.  4  grs.  at  5s.  Irish, 
and  rating  all  other  foreign  silver  in  proportion,  as  is  done  in  the 
scheme  annext  'No.  2 ;  only  that  some  of  the  pieces,  to  make  even 
money,  are  set  about  a  farthing  a  piece  higher  than  their  real  value, 
and  there  is  the  more  reason  to  do  this  because  as  all  foreign  silver 
passes  with  us  by  weight  it  still  continues  in  the  nature  of  bullion 
with  us  as  well  as  it  is  esteemed  so  in  England,  and  may  therefore 
very  reasonably  be  set  at  the  middle  price  of  silver  bullion  in 
England."

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Majesty's  dominions,  there  being  no  other  principal  market  for 
them,  and  therefore  lowering  the  duty  on  Smyrna  cannot  prevent 
their  importation.  "  Your  Honours  can't  forget  the  frequent  appli-

On  the  appeal  of  Sir  Henry  Ashurst,  agent  for  said  Colony,  the 
order  as  to  costs  was  reversed,  and  a  fresh  Commission  of  review 
was  commanded  by  the  said  Queen  to  be  issued,  to  determine  the 
pretensions  of  the  Indians  to  the  said  lands.  As  it  does  not  appear 
whether  such  Commission  was  ever  carried  into  effect  the  Lords 
Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  propose  to  the  said  Com- 
mittee of  Council  for  Plantation  Affairs  that  a  fresh  Commission 
of  review  should  be  issued,  and  that  in  regard  to  the  poverty  of 
the  present  Sachem  and  his  tribe  the  charge  thereof  should  be 
defrayed  by  the  Crown.

Soon  after  the  re-establishment  of  credit 
a  great  flow  of  Portugal  gold  coins  came  into  Cornwall  by  the 
packets  to  Ealmouth,  which  has  ever  since  engrossed  all  bills  of 
exchange  in  the  county  and  the  Receivers'  usual  way  of  disposing 
of  money  for  bills,  by  this  change  in  the  course  of  commerce,  so 
totally  intercepted  that  petitioner  affirms  for  years  together  not  a 
single  bill  had  been  offered  him  in  the  county,  a  few  at  Penzance 
only  excepted  payable  in  Moydores,  a  specie  not  current  at  the 
Exchequer  or  Bank,  and  so  not  suitable  for  his  purpose.

16s.  piece,  as  proposed  in 
the  representation  from  Ireland.  And  as  it  is  notorious  that  the 
heavy  gold  pieces  are  culled,  and  hardly  any  but  light  current 
it  seems  adviseable  to  insert  in  the  proclamation  the  usual  clauses 
Jor  makinar  an  allowance  for  light  pieces  and  concerning  scales 
and  weights. 

"  Though  five  shillings  and  fourpence  halfpenny  is  certainly  the 
nearest  middle  price  of  standard  silver  in  bullion  in  England  the 
raising  silver  foreign  coins  to  that  price  may  be  attended  with  many 
inconveniencies,  for  scarce  any  of  them  that  are  current  are 
standard,  those  of  the  same  specie  differ  in  fineness  very  much 
from  each  other,  many  have  been  much  debased  within  a  few  years, 
and  the  making  them  current  at  a  higher  rate  by  tale  might 
encourage  a  further  debasement."

As  to  the  Fishery  the  bushes,  three  in  number,  have  fished  in 
deep  water  with  considerable  success.  They  began  to  fish  as 
early  as  the  Dutch,  landed  their  take  and  set  out  to  sea  again 
and  pursued  a  second  fishing  with  reasonable  success,  which  the 
Dutch  because  of  their  distance  cannot  conveniently  do.  What 
enabled  them  to  do  so  was  the  additional  fleet  of  nets  bestowed 
by  the  Trustees  this  last  season.  The  coast  herring  fishing  in 
Loch  Fyne,  the  Northern  Lochs  and  the  Firth  of  Forth  extended 
to  31,752i  barrels,  an  excess  over  the  preceding  year  of  7,509f 
barrels.  This  success  would  be  greater  but  for  certain  lawless 
and  oppressive  exactions  made  upon  the  fishers  by  the  tenants 
and  servants  of  some  of  the  landlords  of  the  northern  coast. 
The  Trustees  have  now  a  prosecution  defending  against  said 
oppressors  for  same. 

The  linen  manufacture  is  thriving.  The  total  stamped  for  sale 
in  the  above  year  (exclusive  of  quantities  made  for  private  use, 
which  are  not  liable  to  be  stamped),  -"/as  4,721 ,240|-  yards,  an 
excess  of  182,762^  yards  over  the  preceding  year.  The  quality 
of  the  linen  cloth  now  produced  is  vastly  improved,  owing  to  the 
introduction  of  foreigners  to  disseminate  the  mystery.  The  small- 
ness  of  the  dealers'  stocks  and  the  scantiness  of  funds  for  improve- 
ments are  the  only  hindrance  to  a  more  rapid  development. 
In  the  matter  of  the  process  of  bleaching  or  whitening  the  Com- 
missioners have  failed  of  success.  In  Holland  that  branch  is 
7.  -     .  - 
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industriously  kept  a  secret,  few  masters  know  the  whole  of  it, 
and  the  Comnxissioners  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  it  either  by 
sending  young  men  to  pry  abroad  or  by  inducing  foreigners 
hither.  They  have  done  what  they  could.  "  They  found  out 
some  persons  of  this  country,  who  had  passed  some  time  in  Holland 
and  had  looked  a  little  into  the  whitening  there  before  jealousy 
of  the  progress  of  some  of  their  neighbours  had  made  the  Dutch 
lock  up  their  secret  so  fast  as  it  is  now  keeped,  and  those  persons 
they  were  authorised  by  your  Majesty  in  the  year  1728  to 
encourage  to  set  up  hleaching  or  whitening  fields  by  giving  them 
a  premium  of  50?.  per  acre."  The  experience  of  nine  years  shows 
that  the  mystery  has  been  more  perfectly  possessed  by  Andrew 
and  "William  Grays  than  by  any  other.  The  cloth  whitened  at 
their  field  has  been  generally  able  to  stand  the  comparison  with 
any  whitened  at  Haarlem,  and  the  Trustees  verily  believe  that 
their  method,  if  not  exactly  the  same,  is  not  in  any  considerable 
article  different  from  that  used  in  Holland.  Propose  to  assist 
the  said  Grays  financially  to  extend  their  business,  on  condition 
of  communicating  the  mystery  to  the  other  undertakers  of  whiten- 
ing fields,  least  it  should  nerish  with  them.  Two  years  since 
said  Commissioners  issued  300Z.  to  Alexander  Christie  to  enable 
him  to  erect  a  bleaching  or  whitening  field  for  low  priced  cloth 
at  Perth,  where  great  quantities  of  that  sort  of  manufacture  are 
made.  Propose  to  issue  a  further  300?.  to  him  to  enable  him  to 
extend  his  field,  in  accordance  with  the  importunate  desire  of  the 
manufacturers  in  that  neighbourhood :  and  another  sum  of  150Z. 
to  "William  N"eilson  to  indemnify  him  for  the  cost  of  setting  up 
a  small  field  for  whitening  at  Roslyn,  near  Edinburgh. 

The  Trustees  have  at  present  four  expert  Dutch  weavers,  each 
obliged  to  receive  four  young  journeymen  to  instruct  for  a  year. 
If  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  journeyman  is  found  by  examination 
of  a  piece  of  cloth  altogether  made  by  himself,  to  be  sufiiciently 
instructed  the  Dutch  master  receives  lO?.  and  the  journeyman 
receives  a  Dutch  loom  (at  a  cost  to  the  Trustees  of  11?.  Its.  6^.), 
and  is  sent  into  the  country  to  instruct  others.  Said  Com- 
missioners propose  to  bring  over  a  fifth  Dutch  weaver  to  be 
stationed  at  Glasgow,  where  a  very  commendable  zeal  is  shown 
for  the  manufacture.  Fiirther  propose  to  put  those  already  per- 
fected in  the  mystery  of  weaving  fine  linen  apprentice  on  the 
same  terms  for  a  year  to  the  foreign  cambric  weavers  in  Edin- 
burgh to  be  perfected  in  the  art  of  weaving  cambrics.  Some  of 
the  foreign  cambric  weavers  brought  over  nine  years  since  are 
dead.  Said  Commissioners  take  what  care  they  can  of  their 
children  and  pray  a  further  imprest  for  the  support  of  this  infant 
manufacture,  as  the  number  of  looms  just  projected  are  not  yet 
full. 

The  Flanders  flax-raiser,  who  was  brought  over  at  an  encourage- 
ment of  30?.  per  an.,  demands  Is.  per  day  more  for  maintenance. 
As  he  is  skilful  and  insists  on  it,  propose  to  compound  with  him 
for  10?.  per  an.  and  to  send  him  four  young  men  each  year  to  be 
i:fistn;cted  as  flax  raisers,  with  a  premium  of  5?.   each  to^v^ards 
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enabling  him  to  entertain  them.  Propose  to  continue  the  salary 
of  30Z.  per  an.  to  a  Dnteh  reed  maker,  and  43Z.  lbs.  for  two 
additional  journeymen  to  the  Dutch  weaver  stationed  at  Benning- 
ton.

On  this  report 
and  before  definite  orders  from  His  Majesty  petitioner  proceeded 
forthwith  with  the  said  settlement,  least  the  Colonists  who  had 
assembled  should  disperse.  He  therefore  went  with  above  300  of 
them  near  60  leagues  to  Pemaquid  and  began  a  vigorous  settle- 
ment, built  a  stone  fort  with  guns  and  carriages,  barracks  for 
100  men,  and  settled  six  regular  townships,  viz. :  — Frederick's 
Fort,  Newcastle,  Walpole,  Townshend,  Harrington  and  Torrington. 
Petitioner  received  sundry  marks  of  royal  approbation,  particularly 
in  April  1730,  together  with  the  dispatch  of  troops  from  Nova 
Scotia  to  assist  the  settlement,  said  troops  being  quartered  in 
said  fort  for  more  than  two  years.  The  people  of  Massachusetts 
in  envy  prepared  to  destroy  the  settlement  till  prohibited  by  the 
order  in  Council  of  1730,  November  12.  Then  the  said  people 
set  up  a  claim  to  the  government  of  the  lands.  His  Majesty's 
right  thereto  was  defended  for  more  than  two  years  by  the  Agents. 
On  the  11  August  1731  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General

"  That  Major  Robinson  Sowle  was  then  in  garrison  there  and 
had  the  honour  to  be  advised  with  and  consulted  by  Govr.  Kane. 
The  engineer  and  ofiicers  of  the  Ordnance  there  had  received 
orders  from  their  principals  in  what  manner  to  continue  the  works 
and  expend  the  money  for  that  service. 

"  Govr.  Kane,  finding  several  things  necessary  to  be  done  that 
Captain  Moore,  the  chief  engineer,  could  not  undertake,  being 
restrained  by  the  above  order,  Govr.  Kane  was  obliged  to  furnish 
money  and  employ  the  inhabitants.  Particular  120  men  were  daily 
employd  in  sorting  the  store  and  carrying  em  from  the  general 
magazine  to  the  several  posts,  and  this  work  continued  for  about 
two  months.

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"  Several  people  were  sent  into  the  country  for  intelligence, 
and  Sowle  was  sent  out  five  different  time.  Col.  Battereau  was 
twice  sent  out.  Several  of  the  Greuoese  were  out  for  a  weeke  at 
a  time.  A  Genoese  was  dispatched  to  Malaga,  and  a  A^essel  hired 
for  that  purpose  upon  a  report  tnat  Col.  Dunbar  had  been  secured 
by  the  Spaniards  as  he  was  comeing  from  Madrid  with  Dispatches 
for  the  Grovernor.  Col.  Dunbar,  having  found  means  to  leave  his 
papers  on  board  the  vessel  from  which  he  was  taken,  the  master  of 
that  vessel  brought  the  letters  and  was  paid  by  Govr.

It  furnishes  characteristic  specimens  of  the  documents  which  have 
come  down  from  each  of  the  classes  which,  in  past  ages,  formed 
principal  elements  in  the  population  of  Ireland,  or  exercised  an  in- 
fluence in  her  affairs.
